This case has been reviewed and analyzed in view of the Official Action 
dated 25 August 2005. In the Official Action, the Examiner has found two 
inventions, namely, Group I directed to Claims 1-121 drawn to a detection device 
for detecting cardiac events which could include a pacemaker or implantable 
cardiac defibrillator or a combination or any combination of the two; and Group II 
directed to Claims 122-128 drawn to a process of sensing a cardiac event. 
Additionally, the Examiner has imposed a further restriction to the following 
Species: Species I directed to detection devices; Species II directed to pacemakers 
with detection devices; Species III directed to implantable cardiac defibrillators 
with detection devices; and Species IV directed to pacemakers and cardiac 
defibrillators with detection devices. The Examiner has required that Applicant 
chose one Group and one Species for further prosecution in this case. 

By this Response, Applicant elects Group I directed to Claims 1-121 and 
Species I directed to a detection device directed to Claims 1-40. Thus, Applicant 
elects Claims 1-40 for further prosecution.
